more bad news from the OPA to- 
night as the Senate Food Investi- 


gating Committee completed the 
first phase of its inquiry amid 
warnings that liquor bootlegging 
was “child’s play” compared to 
current bootlegging of meat. 
Simultaneously, it was charged 
that 90 per cent of the meat sold 
in New York city is blacg market. 


Price Chief Bowles supplied the 
bad news for meat eaters. He 
announced that, effective Sunday, 
the ration value of pork, sausages, 
bacon and other products will be 
increased one to three points for 
April; that there will be 2,000,000 
pounds less meat available to con- 
sumers in April than March, but 
the public will not really begin 
feeling the pinch until May and 
June, 

Increases also were ordered for 
lard, shortening, margarine, salad 
and cooking oil. 

Beef, lamb, veal, butter and oth-

‘DON’T COME TOO CLOSE!’ 


From Living Hell’ 
By MALCOEBM MUIR JR. 

HEPPENHEIM, Germany, March 
armies today reached the first enemy prison hospital in 
Germany, to find it a living hell of starvation and filth—a 
factory of slow death for American prisoners of War. 

Two hundred and ninety Americans and 800 other pris- 
oners of war were among those freed. 

Hospital records, showed me by an American major who 
supervised the prisoners’ efforts to care for themselves, 
revealed that 53 soldier-prisoners out of a total of 309 sent 
to the hospital within the last four months had died of 
starvation, infection or lack of medical care. The others 
were tearful walking skeletons, their arms and legs shriv- 
eled to the size of matchsticks’ A number were members 
of the 106th Division, which was badly mauled in the Ger- 
mans’ Ardennes offensive. 


Ward Reeks of Filth 


The ward where Americans were kept reeked of in- 
fected and festering wounds. Prisoners pulled back the 
thin blankets on their beds to show filthy gray and blood- 
stained sheets. 

“Don’t come too close,” one boy said to me. 
are crawling with lice.” 
| So close were these boys to starvation that one was too 
| weak to unwrap the paper around a candy bar we gave 
' him. All the soldier-prisoners begged pitifully for choco- 
| lates, fruit or K-rations. “Anything that’s food,” they said. 
| Another GI said he’d never cried before but “couldn’t

| keep the tears from rolling down my cheeks when I saw 
| the khaki uniforms of the Seventh Army marching down 
| the road.” 


‘Two Weeks Without Care 


Prisoners said their wounds had not been cared for 
during the last two weeks. Earlier they had gone untreated 
for eight days at a time. The close-cropped Nazi com- 
mander, who apparently nursed a sadistie hatred of Amer- 
icams, had threatened to use what bandages they had for 
the Germans if any of them complained. 

Prisoners of other nationalities, several hundred Poles, 
Serbs, French and Italians, said they had received adequate 
medical care but little food. Their wounds were neatly 
bound in clean bandages. . 

Downstairs in the storeroom, I saw dozens of interna- 
tional Red Cross packages with the label of Parke-Davis, 
Detroit, Mich., drug supplies firm. 

The Americans said their daily food ration was one- 
tenth of a loaf of sawdust-filled bread, three marble-sized 
potatoes, a spot of margarine, a half-pint of meatless gravy 
and a dish of thin potato peeling soup. One newly-arrived 
prisoner said he had lost 35 pounds in the last two weeks.

Dr. Eckener’s house at Friedrichs- 
hafen was bombed and the 77-year- 
old Zeppelin pioneer now is living 
with a daughter near Bodenz.

Zeppelin works came shortly after 
British bombings began to harass 
the Reich. 


In addition to pronouncing diri- 
gibles useless in war, Hitler as- 
serted that the big Zeppelin han- 
gars interfered with Luftwaffe op- 
erations, endangering take-offs and 
landings of German bombers while

To what extent Hitler took si- 
lent revenge on Dr. Eckener for 
his opposition to the Nazis is un- 
clear. However, the Luftwaffe, 
after destruction of the two great 
ships, melted down all metals that 
were part of the craft and trans- 
formed every worthwhile piece of 
machine equipment into regular 
aircraft production.

Near Death 
In Shooting 


In a shooting which the police 
say is a case of attempted mur- 
der and then an effort at suicide, 
Julian C. Watkins, 41, a recently 
discharged marine, and his wife, 
Mrs. Louise Watkins, 33, were 
both believed .to be dying’ at 
Grady hospital early today. 

The shooting took place on a 
small porch of an apartment at 
795 Frederica street, N. E. There 
Mrs. Watkins was staying with 
her mother, Mrs. Josie Baldwin, 
73. With her were her two chil 
dren, Edwin Baldwin Watkins, 3,- 
and Julie Carroll Watkins, one 
year old. Neighbors who wit- 
nessed the shooting told Radio 
Patrolmen J. P. Eaves and Durell 
Fuller that Watkins also tried to 
shoot Mrs. Baldwin when she at- 
tempted to wrest the pistol away 
from him. The children were 
unharmed, 

According to the story of Mrs. 
Baldwin, as reported by Detec- 
tives H. C., Newton and J. A, 
Preston, Watkins, wounded in ac- 
tion, obtained his discharge from 
the Marines last December and 
obtained a position as mail clerk 
at municipal airport. With his wife 
and children, he lived in Hape- 
ville. 

However, Mrs. Baldwin said 
that Watkins began to drink heav- 
ily soon after his discharge. Three 
weeks ago, she said, Mrs. Watkins 
and the two children came to the 
Baldwin apartment to live.

No Time for Overcontidence 


While security blackouts continue to 
obscure the full story of the western 
fronts, it is apparent that American and 
British forces are making unprecedented 
progress in their all-out smash into the 
embattled Third Reich. 


Every indication is of collapsing Ger- 
man resistance, of Nazi armies dispersed 
and demoralized, of a wild retreat which 
more and more takes on the appearance 
of a complete rout. 


There is, in short, much to justify 
optimism in the war picture, much upon 
which to base hopes of an early victory 
in Europe. We would be something less 
than human if we did not respond to this 
week’s swift-moving events with some- 
thing akin to jubilation. 


To Provide for Additional 


Sen. Walter F. George has introduced 
a bill whereunder the federal government 
would allocate funds for the expansion of 
vocational education in the various states. 


Under the measure the vocational train- 
ing programs of the states would be aug- 
mented so as to be adequate to care for 
the expanded demands which will be 
placed thereupon with the coming of 


peace. 

War’s end will find the nation’s voca- 
tional training schools called upon to care 
not only for millions of veterans who will 
want to learn trades but also for millions 
of civilians whose current occupations will 
be eliminated by the switch to a peace- 
time economy. 


We cannot for one moment forget, 
meanwhile, that we are engaged in not 
one, but two wars. We cannot overlook 
the fact that, even after our European 
eneiny is disposed of, we shall still have 
the Japanese to deal with. V-E Day, when 
it comes—as shortly now it seems it will— 
will be the occasion for joyous thanks- 
giving. But it will not mark the end of 
the conflict. We shall still face a fanatic 
and tenacious enemy in the east. 


The German war goes well. 


But the German war is not the only 
one in which we are engaged. 


There can be no relaxing of our efforts 
—either on the battlefields or home front— 
until the last shot in both wars has been 
fired. 


Vocational Education 


George’s plan is a decentralized one. 
No additional funds would be authorized 
for federal administration. The program 
would be under the direction of state and 
local school officials, and there would be no 
attempt to dictate policies from Washing- 
ton. For the first two years of the fund’s 
operation, allocations would be unmatched 
by local communities. After that time 
state and local governments would be 
called upon to put up 25 per cent of the 
money required. 


The George bill seems to offer a plausi- 
ble solution to a problem which has been 
worrying both school officials and vet- 
erans’ advisory groups. It is to be hoped 
that it will be passed. 


Mankind Tangled in Multiplicity of Tongues 


It is reported from the First Army 
front, in Germany, that Lt. Gen. Hodges, 
its commander, is learning a few rudi- 
mentary phrases in the Russian language. 
His purpose is to be at least partially ready, 
linguistically speaking, when the Ameri- 
can and Russian forces meet halfway 
across. Germany. 


Commendable as is Gen. Hodges’ pur- 
pose, his adoption of Russian as one of his 
studies comes a little late. It is said that 
the Soviet includes more than 100 differ- 
ent peoples, each speaking its own lan- 
guage. It is further reported that all of 
the 100 or more languages spoken in the 
Soviet republics are, next to Chinese, the 
most difficult languages in all the world 
for men of other tongues to learn. 


It is interesting, even though futile, to 
speculate, now and then, on how many 
“misunderstandings, how many human 
tragedies, how many wars would have 
been averted had all men spoken the same 


‘communications. 


language, had there never been cause for 
the Biblical story of Babel and its would- 
be builders. 


Even today, careful as we have become, 
ofttimes statements or remarks made in 
one language are misunderstood when 
translated into another. It is rarely pos- 
sible to express exactly the same shade 
of meaning in a different language. 


It is high time the whole of the civi- 
lized world adopted some universal lan- 
guage, at least for use in international 
Several such languages 
have been devised and have had their 
champions, though they are rarely heard 
of today. 


But why not, in the cause of sim- 
plicity and ease of understanding and 
already widespread use, make the world- 
wide language of international affairs, 
diplomatic, commercial or cultural, basic 
English?

German Sickness 
A Terrible Disease 


CAIRO, Egypt.—I have not seen much of the 
world that war has touched but I have seen 
enough ‘to know that it suffers from an illness 

which America does not readily understand. 


That is the German sickness. 


I saw it in France and Belgium, in Italy and in Greece and in 
other places. I also can diagnose how it came and I can use 
Greece as an illustration of the disease and its workings, bec ause 
there it came to a head. 


The German disease gets into the blood stream of a people. 
It is an infection. It poisons the blood stream and finally it ap- 
pears on the body of a nation as a great boil which must be lanced 
or allowed to go on until it bursts. I say finally it appears, but 
actually it does not always appear. There are places where it is 
kept down by various sedatives of force, but you may be sure that 
soon or late the boil will appear as it did on the body of the Greek 
nation. If it is a bad case of German sickness you may have two 
or three boils. 

The disease comes about in this fashion... 

A nation is occupied by the Germans. The people begin to sea 
their own people abused and cruelly treated. They see them not 
merely arrested, but they see their bodies after they have been 
killed, 


One may endure seeing a body hanged or shot, lying in its 
blood. That is bad. But when one sees a body with the eyes gouged 
out or its stomach ripped open and horrible things put wantonly, 
in mockery, into the slashed stomach; when one sees all sorts of 
bestial mutilations done, the disease begins to work. 


You see, there is nothing one may do about it. One has to see 
it and do nothing. That does something to the mind. 


The same is true when one sees great’ cruelties, men and women 
being beaten, slapped, violated, made to do all sorts of awful things 
to one another. 


: The fact that one cannot do anything about 
Party To Crime it makes one a sort of party to it. The 
Germans understand that. It is their way of stripping a people of 
all dignity and self-respect. They make people look on and in so 
doing they make them a party to it because, by looking on and 
doing nothing, they agree to it. Their minds, of course, protest. 
But they do nothing. Now and then some few will try to do some- 
thing. These the Germans shoot down and look grinning at the rest. 


“Will you protest?” they seem to ask, “Or will you stand and 
let us do these things and thereby become a party to it?” 


After two or three years of this sort of a life all the people have 
the German sickness. They have it in one form or another. They 
actually have accepted it or they have accepted it under duress 
and that, I think, is worse. 


When the Germans are gone these people who, before the Ger- 
mans came and infected them, would not think of harming another 
person, become terrorists themselves. They begin to hunt down 
their own people who assisted the*-~Germans. It seems natural to 
do to them what the Germans did. So, you see a nation which has 
really been made ill with the German sickness, and it can do awful, 
horrible things to their own people. They, too, can gouge out eyes, 
slit stomachs, mutilate and smash heads, cut throats, hang and 
shoot. 


: It is always worse when the police of a nation have 
Police worked with the Germans. And, in so many of the 
liberated countries, they did do that. Not all of them did it. But 
always there seem to be in any police force some men who have 
a sadistic sort of nature and who have never really been able to 
use their clubs and guns as they wished. These welcomed the Ger- 
mans. They took a savage delight in working with the Gestapo 
in brutal beatings and killings in which all the sadistic nature 
could be glutted with blood and torture. 


When the Germans were gone, these police often stayed on and 
almost always it is about them that the illness or the sickness of 
a nation comes to a head. The boil appears. 


It appears as a riot, a civil war, or as guerrilla war. So it 
came to Greece. So it has appeared in other nations of central 
Europe. It is the German sickness and almost the whole world is 
tainted with it, some worse than. others. 


You must understand that a nation which has been ecdunied 
by the Germans has seen things it can never forget and it has been 
degraded and stripped of dignity to the point where it reacts as 
does any toxic, sick person made mad with the German disease. 


You simply cannot explain the Germans. They have a stomach 
for murder and torture which is quite past understanding. And 
that is why it is not possible to understand why in the liberated 
countries there is so often more murder and torture and killing. 


They are sick—sick with the worst disease that has ever come 
to the world—the German sickness.

Draft Capital 


Editor Constitution: First, I 
should like to refer to the Biblical 
verse, “Money is the root of all 
RP gi History has revealed 
that - “profit,” under whatever 
guise it is used, has been the cause 
of-the majority of if not all wars. 
In my opinion, if profits were to 
be taken out of war we could for- 
get about postwar military train- 
ing and- the numerous other fac- 
tors up for consideration in an ef- 
fort to preserve the peace once it 
is won. Therefore, why not leg- 
islation to draft capital? 

Second, let us consider the terms 
under which a civilian in a war 
plant works as compared with 
those of a member of the armed 
forces. In time of war, under the 
provisions of the Articles of War, 
if a member of the armed forces 
refuses to perform a duty after 
he is ordered to do so by a su- 
perior in office he or she (this 
includes<« nurses) is subject to 
courts-martial which may result in 
a penalty of a fine, imprisonment 
and, or death. If she or he is 4b- 
sent without leave appropriate di 
ciplinary action is taken, and if 
one deserts in time of war the

penalty is similar to that result- 
ing from refusal to obey orders. 
In the event a group reproaches 
their superior in office it is mutiny 
an dthe penalty is severe. 


On the other hand, a civilian 
(we were once civilians, remem- 
ber?) or group of civilians may 
quit or absent themselves from 
their jobs frequently without 
cause or authority (labor and pro- 
duction statistics will bare this 
fact out) and their penalty, if a 
male between the draft-age limits, 
is to be subjected to the draft. 
In most cases these men do not 
meet the physical requirements of 
the service and are therefore re- 
jected. If a group should quit 
they are negotiated with by a gov- 
ernment bureau or special com- 
mittee and most generally if and 
when the group reaches their goal 
they “consent” to go back to work 
at good salaries and under better 
working conditions. 


Note: It is not my purpose here 
to cast any reflection on the labor 
unions and the above is cited only 
as a comparison. The only major 
loss or penalty suffered in these 
cases generally is the loss of a 
limb or life by a soldier on the 
front due to a shortage in ma- 
terials, supplies and or material. 

It is my opinion that had there 
not been so many interruptions in 
production on the home front 
there would not have been quite 
so many dead and wounded on 
the front which in turm would 
have precluded the necessity at 
present for a major increase in 
the number of nurses to care for

Better Automobiles 
Than We Realized 


There is one lesson Americans have learned 

as a result of wartime shortages in civilian goods. 

Ks That is, the automobiles manufactured in this 

country were better mechanically than we ever knew, before the 
war. 

What I mean is that many an automobile owner has learned, 
now that he can’t buy a new car, that the one he has will run 
smoothly, safely and comfortably for thousands of miles after it 
passes the age and condition which, in the old days, would have 
been his excuse for trading it in for a new one. 

A high automobile executive once told me, 12 or 15 years ago, 
that the average purchaser of a new car traded it in after three 
years. In other words, the manufacturers expected to put out new 
cars for all America every three years. 

Well, there’s many a man who traded for a new car at least every 
third year, and perhaps oftener, who is now driving a car that is 
five or six years old, riding on a set of tires that has been re- 
treaded once or twice, and noting that his speedometer shows a 
mileage total over 60, or 70, thousand miles. And the car is still 
functioning smoothly, giving but little trouble and is, apparently, 
good for another 50,000 miles or more. 


These are durn good cars, irrespective of make, that used to 
come from the assembly lines in Detroit and other manufacturing 


centers. 

The man with one of the smaller, lighter 
The Lucky Ones cars is really the lucky one nowadays. For 
he can usually get better mileage from the few gallons of gasoline 
his ration board allows. 

One friend of mine is still bemoaning the error in judgment he 
made at the start of the war. 

He was smart enough and wise enough to realize, at once, that 
there would be no new cars for the duration. So he hurried to 
trade his old bus in before all the cars on the dealers’ display floors 
were gone. Which was wise. 

But it never occurred to him there would be ; any serious short- 
age of gasoline. He bought one of those expensive, big cars. 
Which was foolish. Because now he is driving, occasionally, in 
town, not far from his home, in his big, swanky car. He says, 
exaggerating his woe, of course, that he can’t afford to drive it 
either often or far because “it takes a gallon of gas to get the big 


white elephant out of the garage.” 
Provided you bought the best quality tires 


Good Tires, Too you could find, you’ve probably learned, 


by now, that such vasings are well worth the extra cost. 


Let’s see. My tires have been retreaded twice and there is no 
question but, when they are once again worn smooth, they’ll take 
a third retread. 


Of course, I was lucky. Lucky because, when I was buying a 
new set of tires in 1941, my dealer talked me into spending a few 
dollars, per tire, more than I had expected and get some extra spe- 
cial in quality. So I went into the war scarcity times with, at 
least, a set of just about the best tires to be gotten. 


And, as said, they’re still good after two retread jobs. 
Of course, the average automobile doesn’t 


Dont Travel Far 
travel far nowadays. We of the city don’t 


notice the reduction. in mileage so much, because traffic on city 
streets locks about the same. But the cars on the out-of-town high- 
ways are far fewer. 

The average car probably adds less than half the mileage to its 
speedometer recording, per year, than before the war. Remember, 
though, what travel it does make is almost all in town, which, 
withall its stops and starts, is the hardest on a motor. 


You may have had to spend a little, maybe a hundred or two, 
on repairs for the old car. If you have been wise you’ve spent what- 
ever necessary to keep it in good condition. And the repair bills 
are nothing compared to the down payments and the monthly in- 
stalments you used to put out for those frequent new cars you 
bought. 
¥ Anyway, what I’m getting at is, that if Americans remember 
today’s experiences, they’ll be apt to keep their cars longer, in the 
future. Maybe the average replacement period will be four or five 
years instead of three. 

And, for a few years anyway, the auto manufacturers I’m sure 
won't mind. For there are 25,000,000 or more American car own- 
ers who'll want new machines as soon as the war ends. And the 
auto makers just can’t supply such a demand overnight.

Most people concede that the 
idea behind the new law is right. 
Discrimination against workers

practiced by all employers, would 
doom minorities to starvation. But 
there are things the law can’t do. 


The New York law, like so 
many New Deal measures, sets 
up a special commission with the 
powers of legislator, prosecutor 
and judge. This commission will 
enforce the law, is espe- 
cially directed labor un- 
ions, employment agents and per- 
sons who have six or more em- 
ployes. (Is a man free of preju- 
dice if he hires only five peo- 
ple?) 

Presumably all discrimination 
is forbidden. But what of school 
boards which employ more than 
six people? There are sections 
where no Catholic or Jew teach- 


which 
against 


‘er can get a job, and others where 


no Protestant teacher has a 
chance. Also there are big 
churches which employ six or 
more. Must these employ people 
of all faiths, or does “religious 
freedom” excuse their prejudice 
against other sects? 

The new law concerns you, 
wherever you live, for it is likely 
to be the model for a national 
law. Here is the way it works. 


Say you have a print shop and 
employ six people who happen to 
be of your race and religion. You 
advertise for another printer and 
a man of a different race or re- 
ligion applies for the job. 

He is arrogant and sassy—ob- 
viously a_ trouble-maker, and 
questioning reveals that he can't 
do the kind of fine work your 
shop does. You won't hire him. 


He goes to the commission, 
which orders you to employ him; 
you refuse and you are in trou- 
ble. Knowing you can’t get jus- 
tice without a lawyer, you em- 
ploy one who charges you $500. 
(Thus the law, in effect, fines you 
$500 as a starter), 


Knowing you are innocent of 
discrimination, you demand a 
jury trial. But the law denies you 
this constitutional right. The 
commission has the power of a 
Hitler. It only gives you a hear- 
ing. 

You tell the truth, but the man 
you wouldn’t hire says you called 
him a “damned nigger,” or Jew 
or Catholic or Protestant, and the 
commission believes him. It has 
power to judge not only the facts 
but your secret intentions and 
thoughts. So you are fined $500 
and given a year in prison. 


Does that cure you of prejudice 
and make you love the fellow 
you didn’t employ? Or does it 
make you hate him and all his 
kind? 

The law can’t change a free 
man’s faith or opinions or preju- 
dices. It can force things on him 
against his will within certain 
limits, but when tyranny and in- 
justice really hurt him, he will 
take any risk and make any sac- 
rifice rather than endure it. 

The sponsors of the law have 
little understanding of human na- 
ture. - They are trying to make 
men broadminded and kind-heart- 
ed by using a whip, and it can’t 


|' be done that way. They are like 


the stern parent who said: “I'll 
make you love and respect me 
if I have to whip you till you 
can’t stand.”

Russian Moves Worry Capital 


WASHINGTON.—Despite State Department efforts to soft-pedal 
current American-British relations with Russia, the signs of worry 
on this score within the Washington official circle are unmistakble. 


There are intimations even that, unless the Soviet government 
changes to a more co-operative attitude in the month remaining 
before the San Francisco conference, the success of that meeting 
will be seriously endangered. 

The crucial circumstance is that ever since the Yalta declara- 
tion, pledging joint action of the Big Three with respect to Euro- 
pean political and territorial disputes, Moscow has been acting 
exactly as though this promise did not exist. 

The latest startler was the announcement that Russia is dis- 
satisfied with the terms of her nonaggression pact with Turkey and 
accordingly has moved for a new treaty more in keeping with 
“present conditions.” 

This news is the more disturbing because it came at just about 
the time when a British-American request for Big Three consulta- 
tion with respect to Russia’s unilateral actions in Romania was 
received at Moscow. 

Also, the three-power commission set up at Moscow to reor- 
ganize the Polish government, in session now for six weeks, is 
reported as still completely stalled by conflicting interpretation of 
the Yalta pronouncement that the new government is to be com- 
posed of “democratic leaders from Poland itself and from Poles 
abroad.” The Soviet is showing a great disinclination to admit to 
the discussion any Pole who even remotely has been associated with 
the government-in-exile at London, which still retains British and 
American recognition. 

Even if it is assumed that Russia’s actions with regard to Turkey 
and Romania are fully justified, the Yalta declaration at least would 
seem to require that the British and American governments be told 
in advance of Russia’s intentions, and while, in the case of Ro- 
mania, it may be contended that military necessity precluded such 
advance notice, this certainly does not apply to Turkey, which just 
recently has become itself a full-fledged member of the United 
Nations by declaring war against Germany. 

The most ticklish inter-Big Three question, as related to Tur- 
key, of course, is future control of the Dardanelles outlet from the 
Black sea to the Mediterranean. The Crimean war (1853-56), in 
which Britain and France were allied against Russia, was caused 
chiefly by the latter’s pursuance of an expansionist policy in the 
direction of Constantinople. And ever since the present war began 
Turkey has been frankly fearful as to Russian intentions with re 
spect to the Dardanelles. 

Clearly this is the sort of international issue that the Big Three 
must deal with jointly if future conflict between them is to be 


avoided. 

The implication of all this as respects the 
Cart Before Horse San Francisco conference is that President 
Roosevelt, by insisting that an after-war international organization 
be set up ahead of the peace conference, may have put the cart 
before the horse, just as did President Wilson a quarter century ago. 

Mr: Wilson insisted that the Paris peace conference create the 
League of Nations ahead of everything else. And, as most his- 
torians agree, after the League covenant was agreed to, in order 
to save it, Wilson succumbed to just about every greedy terri- 
torial demand his allies could conceive. Premier Clemenceau of 
France, particularly, is credited with trading Wilson out of his 
eye teeth. 

Obviously, the same situation is threatening today. 

The United States inaugurated the conference at Dumbarton 
Oaks for the purpose of “the earliest possible establishment with 
our allies of a general international organization to maintain peace 
and security.” 

The Clemenceau in this instance is Premier Stalin, who, while 
he ostensibly subscribes to the high aspirations of the Dumbarton 
charter, is proceeding with all Speed at the same time to fix up 
the boundary lines and governments of Europe to suit himself. 

As long ago as the Tehran conference Stalin apparently won at 
least tacit consent by Churchill and Roosevelt to Russian acquisi- 
tion of the Baltic stdtes and Poland, east of the Curzon line. 

Since then the Soviet has entered openly into mutual assistance 
pacts with Czechoslovakia and France, and pro-Russian govern- 
ments have been set up in Yugoslavia, Romania, Hungary, Bulgarta, 
and what is left of Poland. 

Assuming these Russian accomplishments are a 
the big question at San Francisco and in the U. S 
after is likely to be whether the Dumbarton charter ts to be 
framed as to guarantee them in perpetuity.

Un 
der its provision, judges having 


/served 12 years will be eligible to 


retire at the age of 60 on a quar- 
ter of their salaries.

would be equa! to half their sal- 
aries. Some of the judges in ques- 
tion earn up to $12,000 a year. 


Considering the fact that the 
payers in the nation earn 
than five thousand a year, out of 
which they must support them 
selves and their families, buy a 


home and lay aside something for | 


old age, it would seem that the 
judges could make some provision 
for their old age. In this bill 


there is a background of politics, | 


although how politics is involved 
is not quite clear. 


Ohio is by no means the only | 


state plagued by the “perfsions 
for everybody” movement. It 
turns up everywhere, and in the 
federal government in full flow- 
er. A move of c)i.gressmen to 
pension themselves was laughed 
out of existence only three years 
ago. 


On the surface, the pensioning 
habit is iniquitous enough, but its 
implications are far deeper and 
more serious. Like all the finag- 
ling. over subsidies, guaranteed 
jobs, and hand-outs, it works only 
toward evil ends—higher taxes, 
stifling of enterprise and the con- 
sequent destruction of tax reve- 
nues, paternalism in general, and 
finally an immutable economic 
pressure toward totalitarianism, 
with the government |. owning 
everything, supporting everybody, 
and running the lives of every 
citizen. 

Oddly some of those 
against higher 
taxation, yell loudest for pensions, 
when pensions are coming in their 
directions. The whole thing 
works badly, and is a serious 
threat to our democratic institu- 
tions. It is symptomatic of the 
age of financial nostrums and 
panaceas and demagoguery in 
which we are living—and the 
ignoble and destructive philosophy 
that the government owes every- 
body a living. The answer to that 
one is simple enough. If the gov- 
ernment supports everyone, where 
does the money. come from? It 
can only come out of the state- 
owned land and industry and 
banks. 

Fortunately, Ohio has a gov- 
ernor who has no strings attached 
to him, a man who is as coura- 
he is conscientious, a 
rare combination at any time in 
politics in any state. In opposi- 
tion to the bill he said: 

“We might as well understand 


enough 


| that the public treasury will break 
down eventually .f it is burdened 


with the obligation of paying pen- 
sions so large that they have no 
reasonable relationship to giving 
reasonable care to retiring pub- 
lic employes, but in fact provide 
luxury extravagance.” 

Ye might have added that all 
such pensions contribute to the 
already staggering burdens of the 
taxpayer, and tend to destroy the 
virtue of thrift and self-created 
economic security, without which, 
no democracy can exist. The 
whole of the movement of “pen- 
sions for everybody” has not only 
become maladorous, but destruc- 
tive. It contributes one more load 
to the already vast superstructure 
of bureaucracy and to the burden 
of millions of individuals employ- 
ed by state and federal govern- 
ments and supported by the rest 
of the people. 

What is desperately needed— 
indeed the: most vital need of the 
nation on the home front, is sim- 
plificiation and consolidation of 
government, both state and fed- 
eral, a relaxing of regimentation 
and a return to the individual of. 
his obligation. ana responsibilities 


/ as a citizen toward hmself and his 


neighbors. 

More pensions, more grabs, 
more bureaucracy, more political 
appointments, more subsidies, op- 
erate only in the opposite direc- 
tion to weaken, first of all, the 
stamina and character of the indi- 
vidual and inevitably of the na- 
tion. Any nation is only as strong 
as the integrity, the economic se- 
curity and the decency of the citi- 
zens which comprise it. That is 
a natural law which even dicta- 
‘tors have not been able to change.

LovelyThroatline 
Aids Appearance 
Of Spring Bonnet

There is nothing like a new 
hat to help a gal keep her chin 
up. But the saucier the hat the 
more it shows up a double chin, 
Now, it’s almost spring and trom 
the tone of the letters, you are 
not going to put up with that sort 
of thing. 

To see exactly what goes on, 
hold the hand mirror down and 
focus it on the chin. That is real- 
ly a double take for all the lines 
are down. But don’t let know- 
ing the worst send ycur spirits 
down. A spot of chin exercise 
will fix it up. 


The secret of good chin exercise 
is to keep the muscles of the 
throat firmly tensed throughout 
the movement, to perform slowly, 
and to relax gradually. Preface 
the routine by washing the neck 
to stir up circulation, and then 
pat on a little cold cream. Cream 
doesn’t nourish but it does lubri- 
cate the skin and this discourages 
wrinkles. Massage the cream up- 
ward. Begin with the dimple at 
the base of the throat, work up- 
ward, separate the hands just un- 
der the chin and continue along 
the jawline. 

Slow head circling is excellent, 
Turn the head firmly to the ieft 
until chin is over the left shoul- 
der. Holding this position, lower 
the head backward, tipping the 
chin in the air and circle slowly 
around until the chin is over the 
right shoulder, tip head back and 
Slowly circle around to left. Re 
lax. Repeat only four times ~ 
slowly. 


To perk up the cosmetic mus- 
cle right under the chin, tip the 
head back in the air and look at 
the ceiling. Open your mouth in 
an up-an-down oval and, very 
slowly, he the lower jaw forci- 
bly up afid close your mouth. Re 
peat three times. 


Progress with this one: Lie 
across the bed on your back with 
head dangling limply over the 
side, tense the throat muscles and 
raise your head just to the level 
oi the bed. Lower and lift again. 
Slowly. Repeat from one to three 
times. 


_ Those lead into resistance exer- 
cise. Cup the chin in the palm 
of one hand and pushing with 
hand and resisting with chin, slow- 
ly push the head backward. Then, 
reversing the process, push with 
the chin and resist with the hand. 
Just once may be enough of this 
exercise for a starter. Later work 
up to six times. 


There is a real beauty routine 
and do you know how long it 
takes? Three to five minutes! If 
you get the habit of taking these 
exercises—even a couple of hem 
—night and morning, like you 
brush your teeth, you can keep a 
lovely young neckline until you 
are at least 60.
